PANEL HEATING 


LIKELY TO HAVE A GREAT 
FUTURE. 


A qualified approval of the panel, or low 
temperature, radiation system of heating is 
— in the report on ' A Physiological In- 
vestigation of the Radiant Heating in Various 
Burdings, "which has just been issued by the 
Industrial Fatigue Research Board. 

This form of heating usually consists of 
concealed coils of pipes, through which hot 
water flows, running in the ceiling or walls of 
the room or under the floor, and it has been 
steadily coming into favour for use in work- 
es ‘schoolrooms, and the interior of large 
buildings generally during recent years. Pro- 
longed and careful tests have been carried out 
by the investigators, as a result of which a 
good deal of interesting information has been 
obtained. 

Panel heating, it is stated, is likely to have 

a great future, and it is destined to replace 
to a considerable extent the systems of con- 
vection heating, such as hot water radiators 
and plenum air installations, now so much in 
vogue. The most obvious merit of the panel 
system lies in the uniformity with which it 
effects. the distribution of the heat over the 
room. The air temperature might not vary 
more than one or two degrees at any position 
or level in the room, while hot water radia- 
tors, and still more plenum systems, may 
cause the air temperature near the ceiling te 
oe ta or twenty degrees warmer than at foot 
eve 
The investigations do not, however, sup- 
port the claim. that the panel system pos- 
sesses any special health-giving qualities. 
‘Even if it be allowed that the radiant heat 
from gas and coal fires is more pleasant and 
healthy than the convected heat deriv ed from 
hot water systems,” they state, “it does not 
follow that sre sad qualities are possessed by 
radiant surfaces of comparatively low tem. 
perature. The intensity of the radiation is so 
very much smaller as to place it in a different 
category. Thus parts of the heated surfaces 
of a gas fire have a temperature of about 
2,000 degrees F. (1,093 degrees C.), and their 
excess of radiation over surrounding objects 
at a temperature of 60 decrees F. is 1,400 
timies greater than that of the surface with a 
temperature of 100 degrees F.”’ 
With snch high temperature radiation as 
that of gas fires, it is stated, rooms felt com- 
fortably warm when 7 degrees cooler than 
convection-heated rooms. in panel-heated 
rooms, however, the permissible reduction of 
air temperature was less then 1 ve nell

A group of New York capitulists have asked 
permission from the War Department to build 
a huge vehicular bridge across the Narrows, 
from “Brooklyn to Staten-Island—that ig, over 
the strait through which most of New York's 
slipping reaches the city from the lower 
harbour, 

The proposal calls for a suspension bridge 
with a single span of 4,500It.—by far the 
longest in the world—and a clearance of 
Q35it., ov 100ft. more than that of the Brook 
lyn, Manhattan, or Queensboro’ bridges. 
There would be no hindrance to navigation 
from the bridge, for one of its 600-foot towers 
would be an island where the obsolete fort of 
Lafayette now-stands, and the other would be 
within. the’ pierhead line dn Staten. Island. 
The estimated. cost is £12,000,000. Financial 
bucking is already assured, and it is planned 
lo make the undertaking self-supporting by 
charging tolls. It is part of the proposal that 
the Bridge will be turned over to the eity 
whenever the city is willing to have the trans- 
fer made. 

If the consent of the War Department is 
gained, it. will be necessary to get likewise 
the consent of the city authorities. The only 
difficulty in the way of that seems to be that 
the ity authorities may prefer. to approve 
another plan, somewhat similar. submitted to 
them last autumn by Mr. Charles E. Fowler, 
a well-known bridge -builder. It appears al-

THE DENIS O’BULLIVAN MEDAL. 

The campetition for the Denis O'Sullivan 
Memorial Medal was not so well supported as 
in some previous years, there being ‘only 31 
entries. From the’ point of view of the 
public, the contest was interesting, because of 
ihe fact that for the third time this week 
two particular competitors stood out, and the 
bvent virtually resolved itself into a duel be- 
sween them, They were recalled a couple of 
times before Lady Harty, who adjudicated, 
could decide the winner. She awarded the 
medal to No. 25 (Miss Laelia Fineberg), who 
‘hus scored her third success so far an this 
week's festival. Her previous successes were 
ihe winning of the Plunket Greene and the 
Wallis Cups 

This medal is offered for the best rendering 
of two Trish songs. There were 31 entries.

“RATHER DISAPPOINTING.” 

Lody Harty said that the competition was 
rather disappointing. The standard was not 
a good one—not really high.

The songs were the songs of their own 
countryv—a country whi possessed, in some 
ways, the most wonderful tunes. The singers 
did not either seem to understand them well,

sided by the report of A select committee 
that investigated the question of criminal 
appeals for ‘Reotland, adopted the provisions 
of the English statute; so that under the 
Criminal Appeal (Scotland) Act, 1926, the 
Scottish Court is enabled to hear and dispose 
of Scottish ap with the regularity, 
smoothness and amplitude of jurisdiction that, 
as The Times claims, have distinguished the 
Court of Criminal Appeal in England in dis- 
charging its functions. 

In the Free State experience has shown that 
the partial adaptation of the Criminal Appeal 
Act, 1907, effected by the Courts of Justice 
Act, lua, by which our Court of Criminal 
Appeal was established, has left the Court 
without the sufficiently wide powers and juris- 
diction vested in the English and Scottish 
Courts, found to be essential for the due 
administration of justice. Comment has from 
time to time been made by some judges 
on this constraint, which not only - hinders 
the Court in its functions, but has a tendency 
to stimulate frivolous appeals, and leads to a 
waste of valuable judicial time. According to 
The Times, the English Court of Criminal 
Appeal sits about forty days in the year, and 
disposes on an average of more than twelve 
appeals at every sitting. Such dispatch of 
phblic business can be possible only because 
of the flexibility of the jurisdiction possessed 
by the Court and the rigidity of its proce- 

ure. Here the cramping of jurisdiction 
affects procedure by cansing delay. 

For an effective remedy I would simply 
urge the adoption by statute, as has been 
done in Scotland, of the third, fourth and 
fifth Sections of the Criminal Appeal Act, 
1907, with appropriate rules.—Yours, etc.,

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_Sm,—I was at the Conference of Univer: 
sities when Sir C, Robertson made the state- 
ment on which you comment in your leading 
article of Tuesday. He advocated a four 
years’ university course, in which the intend- 
ing teacher should exclude from his thoughts 
all reference to his future life-work; this to 
be followed by a two years’ course of train- 
ing in the professional work of a teacher. 
It may be of interest to note that his sugges- 
tion was vigorously condemned by one dele- 
pat, whose views were evidently approved 

y those present, as no one ventured to 
peppers it. After the meeting it was de- 
scribed as a “‘ counsel of imperiection,’’ with 
the manifest agreement of those who heard 
the characterisation. 

Whether you are correct in saying that 
the suggestion “ is in keeping with the true 
idea of & university” must on what 
is regarded as the function of a university ; 
but it is a serious misun : : 
pose that it is in accordanew with 

ractice. The Greek of Plato's 

ave received with derision: the idea th 
any man should remain at school till, be 
eighteen, should then spend four years study- 
ing, at a university, subjects. which had no 
mm Ei to his future work, and should only 
then begin to study the werk by which he 
would become of use to the community. in 
the Greek school gourse, which ended when 
he was about sixteen, théfe was nothing of 
what we call disciplinary studies He was, 
throughout, taught the mé activities 
which he. might hope to distinguish himself 
in adult life. In other words, his school 
education was vocational. He then, for two 
yes, followed a course of physical train- 
ing, under a very strict moral control. If 
he passed through this course successfully 
he was put on the roll of citizens, released 
from the control of his parents, put under 
that of State officials, furnished with arms, 
and trained in their use for a further two 
rears, 

The first of these two years was usually 
spent in barracks or camp near Athens, and 
the second in distant garrison. He had then, 
at twenty, to pass an examination on the 
duties of citizenship, after which he could 
exercise all its privileges. Thus, his educa- 
tion may truly be described as vocational up 
to sixteen, and from sixteen upwards; for, 
until the period of their decadence began, 
the Greeks knew nothing of those subjects 
which we regard as fundamental to a liberal 
education. It was not until after the time 
of Plato that geometry was based on axioms 
or definitions. Masters of literature, they 
never bothered with grammar. Plato, indeed, 
observed that there were two kinds of words 
~—words which denoted things and words 
which denoted actions—and, as he truly said, 
connected discourse cannot be composed of 
words of one kind only; but that was the 
extent of the gine knowledge of that 
treat master of language. It was as the child 
earns to speak, that, through all his life, 
the Greek learned his mother tongue, and 
he knew no othar. 

We, compelled in our youth to study the 

rammatical analysis of ours, and taken, 
yefore we can use it rightly, to the study of 
other languages, never learn our own lan- 
guage thoroughly. Because language is the 
instrument of thought, the Greek, with his 
keen appreciation of all its shades of mean- 
ing, was a keener thinker than the modern. 
There is another great contrast. In his school 
life, from seven to sixteen, the Greek boy 
was only taught, and exercised in, those 
activities which he could see would be of 
immediate service to him in after life. Thus 
was fostered in him that love of knowledge 
which was the distinguishing . characteristic 
of the Greek. With the modern boy, sub- 
jected as he is to mental aye ey as it is 
called, and put to learn subjects which, 
while his elders once haraad them, he 
knows they have forgotten, and which, once 
his examinations have been passed, he will 
himself forget, that love of knowledge which, 
with every child, begins as curiosity is too 
often stifled.

MINISTER AND MOTOR 
TRAFFIC 


In Dail Eireann yesterday the MINISTER 
for FINANCE moved for a sum of £75,801 to 
complete the estimate required to meet the 
expenses connected with the office of Industry 
and Commerce for the current year. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Indust: 
said that there were four new i in 
estimate. He would ask for leave to devote 
a sum of £1,000 to a preliminary investiga- 
‘ion regatding minerals which might’ be in 
the country, and £3,000 towards the expenses 
of industrial who were to advise as 
to the promotion and development of in- 
dustries in the Saorstat. 

He anticipated in the immediate future a 
large number of questions as to why investi- 
gations were not made and boring o ions 
carried out in certain areas where was 
reason to believe that there was coal, iron, or 
some other minerals. Aid would be 
from commercial firms who were willing to 
work the areas in whi ; were. 

INDUSTRIAL INVESTIGATION. 

At present the amount marked for indus- 
trial investigation was very small, but it 
would probably be i d in succeeding 
years. It had been borne in on his Depart- 
ment that, with a view to stim in- 
dustry, there shou be brought to the 
country certain people who were running in- 
dustries suited to the country, and running 


them successfully in their own countries. The 
amount to be expended would be in the nature 


of travelling expenses and subsistence. 
He was asking for £500 for the making of a 
film to advertise Irish industries in small 


Continental fairs and exhibitions. A similar 


amount for exhibits of Irish agricultural pro- 
ducts was included, to make provision for 
expenses likely to be incurred if there was

Northern Ireland's Progress. 


; There have been some interesting debates 
in the Northern House of Commons 
during the last few days concerning the 
general condition of affairs in Northern 
Ireland. Although the Special Powers 
Act, which is analogous in its provisions 
to the Free State Public Safety Act, has 
| been extended for a further period of five 
years, there has been a satisfactory 
reduction in the number of specially 
reported cases. Crime in general 
shows a marked decline. Neverthe- 
less, Sir Dawson Bates announced that 
the strength of the ‘‘B’’ Constabulary 


was being maintained. ‘‘ Attempts to 
foment disorder by disloyal elements,’’ he 
said, were apparent, and the safety of the 
State demanded that there should be no 
relaxation in the grip of the law. 
Fortunately, the maintenance of a large 
police force in Northern Ireland has 
become purely a preventive measure, 
which, we may hope, will cease to 
be necessary in the near future.

If. the Northern Nationalists had been 
in Parliament from the beginning, the 
history of the last seven years might 
have been very different. The time for re- 
proaches, however, is long over-past, and 
the duty of all parties in Northern 
Ireland, as in the Free State, is to co- 
operate as closely as possible in tle good 
government of their community. 

The Northern Government has done 
some excellent work during its compara- 
tively short life-time. It has been very 
' fortunate in its Minister for Agriculture, 
and Mr. E. M. Archdale has rivalled Mr. 
P. J. Hogan’s efforts to improve the 
standards of live-stock and agricultural 
produce in general. The shipbuilding in- 
dustry, which for some years was at a 
stand-still, is just beginning to recover. 
Belfast always has been in the forefront of 
this important trade, and has been quick 
to adapt itself to the changed requirements 
of the shipping market, with the result 
that, after many years of virtual idleness, 
erdérs once more are beginning to arrive. 
We doubt that the great prosperity of the 
years immediately before the war will be 
recaptured in our time; but half a loaf is 
better. than no bread, and the clang of the 
hammer on the Queen’s Island is being 
heard again, though in diminished force. 
The linen trade, too, has had some lean 
years. Linen no longer commands the sale 
that it enjoyed in pre-war days, and the 
high tariff wall in the United States has 
almost wrecked the Ulster export trade. 
In spite of these and other handicaps, 
however, the people of Northern Ireland 
have not lost heart. Gradually, but surely, 
they are recovering their ground, and, 
although the Customs frontier between 
them and their fellow-countrymen in the 
Free State has done enormous harm to the 
trade of the border counties, they have 
begun to adjust themselves to the new 
conditions with praiseworthy diligence. 
Of course, the whole idea of two fiscal 
units in such a small island is absurd to 
the point of fantasy, and we have no doubt 
that in the course of time the common-

We announce to-day that the Free State 
Minister for Local Government has de- 
cided to hold a public inquiry concerning 
the proposed Dublin Municipal Gallery 
of Modern Art. More than fourteen 
months ago—it was on the 2nd March, 
1927—-we ventured to press on the Dublin 
City Commissioners the suggestion which 
had been made to them by the “ Friends 
of the National Collections of Ireland.” 
This was that they should take the one 
step which ‘was in their power in order to 
extract from the trustees of the Londen 
National Gallery the splendid collection 
of pictures that those trustees hold by 
virtue of the accident that Sir Hugh Lane 
forgot to have the codicil to his will wit- 
nessed.

Seventy-eight years ago Queen Victoria 
opened the railway bridge, which still 
spans the Tweed at Berwick. At the wish 
of the Prince, men and women who then 
saw the Queen were invited to be present 
at to-day’s ceremony. Scarcely one of 
these old people was under ninety, and 
several were nearing one hundred years of 
age. They were given a conspicuous place 
on the bridge in full view of the Prince, 
spoke to several of them. 

On the way to the bridge the Prince 

laced a wreath on the Berwick War 
Memoria], and inspected a veterans’ guard 
of houvour. The guard included Biper 
Laidlaw, V.C., the piper of Loos. e 
Prince talked to him, and asked about his 
welfare. ''I have no work to boast of,” 
said the piper, and the Prince replied:

AN ALL-BRITISH BRIDGE. 

“We are here for a great event, if not 
exactly a novel one,” said the Prince in 
declaring the bridge open. '' The erection 
of bridges across the Tweed seems to have 
been almost a habit in these parts—not a 
voluntary habit, but one of necessity. 
Bridges here have been washed away, and 
if one studies the somewhat turbulent 
nature of border history, one can see that 
bridges: have not only been washed away, 
but burned by good Englishmen, and good 
Seotsmen, too. (Laughter.) 

“ But the necessity for a new bridge at 
this time is more ceful. The vast in- 
“crease of automobile traffic has made the 
old — become inadequate and obsolete, 
though I am glad it is to be preserved as 
a relic of the past. 

“The great span of this new bridge con- 
stitutes a ‘ record,’ and is a feather in the 
cap of British engineers. It is the pro- 
duct of British cement, British steel, 
British stone, British brains, and British 
labour. 1 congratulate all who have 
brought the work to completion, and, not 
least, the men of all trades who have 
toiled so hard to provide a new way across 
the Tweed. It adds to my pleasure to 
know that among those men are men who 
served in the war.’’ (Cheers.) 

Master Tony Dodds, aged seven, son of 
one of the engineers, presented the Prince 
with a casket containing a record of Ber- 
wick, fashioned to serve as a cigarette

The Prince then cut the tapes across 
the roadway with a pair of gold-handled 
scissors, presented by the contractors.

The deliberations of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Free State Parliament on 
the constitution of the Senate concluded 
yesterday, when the Committee’s report 
was ordered to be printed for circulation 
to the members of the two Houses. 

The chief recommendations embodied in 
the report, and already outlined in the 
Irish Times, are:— 

(1) That the present system of popular 
election should be abolished; (2) that instead, 
candjdates should be nominated by a specially 
constituted nominating body ; (3) that election 
should be by the members of the Oireachtas. 
and (4) that membership shall be for a period 
of nine years. 

The report is not a unanimous one; 
indeed, the Committee divided almost on 
every single recommendation.

yesterday's final quotations. | 

The day's turnover was 4,887,400 shares, 
which. contrasts with the previous 
“record’’ of 4,762,400, established on 
March 27th. 

The final quotation did not appear on 
the tape until one hour and twenty 
minutes after the closing gong had: 
sounded, and brokerage houses were so 
swamped that the Governdrs of the Ex-' 
change decide to suspend trading on 
Saturday for the fifth time this year. 

The reaction was based on widespreail 
fears that speculation was being carried 
to excess, and that the Federal Reserve 
authorities would take further drastic’ 
measures to restrict credit stipply in 
another desperate effort to bring it within 
bounds. . 

The Philadelphia Federal Reserve Bank 
has already announced an increase of its 
re-discount rate from 4 to 4; per cent., 
and similar action is generally expected 
by the New York Federal Reserve Bank 


to-morrow. 


WANTON ACTS OF 
CRUELTY. 


POISONING OF CATS AND 
DOGS. 


A public meeting was held in the Town 
Hall, Kingstown, last night to Fe 
against ‘‘the deliberate poisoning of dogs 
and cats.” The meeting was held under 
the auspices of the South County Dublin 
Branch of the Society for the Prevention ot 
Cruelty to Animals. There was a large at- 
tendarece. 

Mr. T. Morgan Good, Urban District, 
Council, -presided. He said that they met 
to protest against the poisoning of cats.and 
dogs in that township and neighbourhood. 
That meeting would serve the object of pro- 
moting the -progress of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruely to Animals, and ea 
protesting against the poisoning of these 
anit.:sis, 

CALLOUS PEOPLE. 

Captain D. D. Sheehan said that he de- 
plored the occasion of that: meeting. They all 
regretted that it should be at all necessary 
for them to come together to make a protest 
of this nature... He had been filled with 
amazement and a sense of deep indignation 
when he heard that there were people so 
callous and so criminally wicked as to enter 
upon a campaign for the destruction of the 
most faithful friends and companions of man. 
It was hard.to understand thé mentality of 
the men who went out deliberately to destroy 
dumb and defenceless creatures, particularly 
animals intended for man’s enjoyment and 
man’s benefit. These dastardly things were 
being ‘done, and they were there to protest, 
against. 

It was the duty of anybody who had a 
dog to, at least, join in that protest, d 
also to take whatever action was possible 
to put an end to that campaign of de- 


struction. 
THE RESOLUTION. 

He had been asked to propose :— 

‘That we, the residents of this 
premier township, desire to express our 
deep indignation at the repeated -poison- 
ing of cats and dogs in the neighbour- 
hood, which, besides being wanton acts 
of cruelty, have deprived many kind- 
hearted people of faithful companions; 
and we eall upon the general public to 
assist by every means in their power to 
put a stop to this dastardly practice.”’ 

He hoped that that meeting would result 
in a widespread campaign against all forms 
of cruelty to animals. 

Dr. J. E. Conway, in seconding the motion. 
said that his purpose was to voice local 
opinion on this very serious matter. of the 
poisoning of dogs and other animals in the 
neighbourhood of Kingstown and Dalkey. He 
regretted that he did not see more of their 
public men present to support Mr. Good 
and this platiorm. because this was a very 
serious matter which concerned nothing less 
than the morality of their people. 

TEACH THE CHILDREN. 

He thought. however, that they should 
not be too pessimistic about this question, 
because from the Press reports of the work 
of the National Society .for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals a great change had been 
brought about in this country. One of the best 
ways to get people to understand the proper 
treatment. of animals would be to tackle the 
question in their primary schvols. He sug- 
gested a quarter of an hour’s Jecture every 
week to the school children as to how to 
treat animals, and he thought the Society 
might take the matter up with the Free 
State Minister. for Education. 

The motion was passed. ' 

Mr, Martin C. Maguire, K.C., proposed a 
resolution that the South County Dublin 
Branch of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals was. worthy of support 
by the inhabitants of Kingstown and district. 
He said that he had leafned of the epidemic 
of dog poisoning with amazement, but they 
should not take it too seriously, because the 
ae one responsible for such conduct were very 
imited in number and were benetith con 
tempt. He commended the Society to their 4 
support.

SIR EDMUND GOSSE. 

Sir Edmund Gosse died last ‘night. in Lon- 
don, m his seventy-ninth year. - For more 
than half a century he had’ been a prolific 
writer on subjects of the’ most diverse 
character, and all his work more the im- 
print of the man of letters. 

Born in 1849, in Devonshire, the son of 
the late Mr. P. H. Gosse, F.R.S., the eminent 
zoologist, Sir Edmund was educated privately 
in Devonshire. Many years: ago: the hono- 
rary degree of M.A. of Trinity Col , Cam- 
bridge, was conferred upon him, an i 
also an LL.D. of St. Andrews... In 1925 
he reeeived his knighthood. “He achieved 
great fame throughout Europe, and held 
degrees of the Universities of Strasburg and 
Gothenburg, and of the Paris Sorbonne. He 
was a Knight of the Royal Norwegian Order 
of St. Olaf, a Knight of the Royal Swedish 
Order of the Polar Star, and a Knight of 
the Royal Danish Order of the Dannebrog. 

Sir Edmund Gosse became Assistant 
Librarian at the British Museum in 1867, 
and he held that post for eight years.. From 
1875 to 1904 he was Translator to.the Board 
of Trade. In 1904 he was appointed 
Librarian to the House of Lords, a position 
which he occupied till 1914. He was a 
trustee of the National Portrait Gallery in 


the English Association, Since 1917 he had 

been chairman of the Board of Scandinavian 

Studies at University College, London. . 
RELATIONS WITH STEVENSON. 

Sir Edmund was one of the yr 36 of the 
Savile Club. He was a& great ‘friend and 
adviser of Robert Louis Stevenson, and forty 
years ago, or thereabouts, he and Stevenson 
spent many hours together af the club. He 
| was the doyen of British literary critics, and 
although his criticism. did not meet with 
universal approval it was always learned and 
profound. He was an excellent host, was both 
cynical and humourous, and, unlike so many 
people who delve into the library, he was a 
man who rather relished being in the lime- 
light. 

“Among his works probably the best known 
are “' Diversions of a Man of. Letters ” and 
“Father and Son.'' The last-named was 
‘‘crowned’’ in 1913 by the French Academy, 
and in that year Sir Edmund: was appointed 
an officer of the Legion of Honour, Though 
this contribution was .regarded in France as 
meriting almost the 
kind that the French nation could bestow, it 
did not meet with the entiré approval of 
literary circles in Great Britain. 

Sir Edmund was a graceful writer of verse, 
and was author of various biographical 
sketches, including lives of Jeremy Taylor, 
Sir Thomas Browne and Swmburne,

regret of the death of Mrs. T. Parry Richards, 
wife of a former headmaster’ of the King’s 
Hospital School, Dublin, which occurred at 


Hove, Sussex, on the 14th instant., after a 


Mrs, Richards 
had been twice married. ‘Her first husband 
was Captain George Findlater Crang, of the 
merchant. service, of- Timsbury, Bath, at 
whose decease she took up journalistic work 
in London, and under the pen-name of ** Roy 
Compton " became well known for her short 
stories: and articles. The late Melton Prior 
artist and’ war correspondent, who illustrated 
sonie of her short stories, was Her cousin. 
During the war years’ Mts» Richards raised, 
and cleverly administered a ‘‘Comforts Fund” 
for the Old Boys of her husband’s school 
who were on active service, and her work 
was greatly valued. 

The Rev. T. Parry Richards, to whose 
memory a brass tablet has been placed at 
King's Hospital School, pre-decea his wife 
by about five years. Great sympathy is 
expressed for her daughters, Miss Eveline and 
Miss. Adéie Crang one Miss Sheila Richards.

EXTRAORDINARY STORY 
TOLD EN. COURT. 


KAIDERS WITH A 
STOLEN GUN,

T. J.° Liston, State Solicitor for 
Kerry, told an extraordinary «story: to Dis-

PROSECUTOR'S STATEMENT. 

Mr, T. J. Liston, State Solicitor, represent- 
ing the Attorney-General, stated that a 
series of larcenies had occurred in the Dingle 
area, and the extraordinary thing about them 
was that the people against whom these 
larcenies were committ never gave ay 
assistance to the Guards to bring the cul- 
prits to justice. These petty larcenies de- 
ve into ing in October last, 
when the premises of Messrs. Latchférd were 
entered aud certain articles were stolen. It 
was an extraordinary thing that, in the quiet 
little town of Dingle; this shop, with houses 
at each side of it, and opposite to it, was 
broken into, and not one ward was given to 
the Guards which might lead to the detec- 
tion of ‘the ‘pe tors. 

” On the 26th April of this year, continued 
Mr. Liston, three of these men in the dock, 
armed .with a shotgun, stolen from Latch- 
ford’s, went to Ventry and proceeded to rob 
the Post Office there. They broke the win- 
dows ‘and doors of the Post ©. ce, and the 
telephone wires to Dublin were cut with a 
liers. . When they. broke in the doors the 
rst person that they met inside was a poor 
old man named Martin Sullivan, whom they 
‘‘ laid out’’. with a blow on the head, and 
then proceeded to rob the Post Office, The 
knew the location of the place,.and sto 
a sum of £28, which had been received 
that day from the Tralee Post Office. 
for the old age pensioners of the district. 
While this party of raiders. were on their 
way to Ventry. they met two men on the 
road who proceeded to follow them, but one 
of the ,aiders turned back, shouted ‘* Hands 
up,” and sent the two men away. Neither 
of these two men had turned up to give the 
slightest assistance to the Guards, 
ABSENCE OF OIVIC SPIRIT. 

There were two remarkable and outstand- 

ing features in te so One was the great 
energy, skill and efficiency displayed by the 
Guards in bringing these: men forward for 
trial, and the other was the terrible and 
deplorable absence of civic spirit amongst 
the people of Dingle. These crimes were 
going on.in the locality. for a long, time; yet 
nobody offered the slightest assistance to the 
Guards, but fortunately. they had in the 
Guards a number of highly efficient and 
thoroughly competent men. He mentioned 
in particular the excellent work done. b 
Guard: Kearney,.. who, on. a . telegrapt 
pole outside the  Ventry Post Office, 
saw that some of the . green fungus 
had disappeared, and also found op the road 
a pliers, with which, apparently, the tele- 
hone wires had: been cut.

After’a dreary day discussing the De- 


' partment of Industry and Commerce, with 


special reference to a vote of £75,801 
which the Minister, Mr. McGilligan, 
wanted in order to carry on, Dail Fireann 
was startled out of its lethargy at nine 
o'clock last night when Mr, de Valera rose 
to move’ for leave to present his famous 
petition. 

“The Opposition leader quite early 
in. his speech - revealed the true 
significance of this flag which he had 
nailéd to the masthead of Article 48, 
which provides for “the initiation by  o 
people of proposals for laws or constiiu- 
tional amendments.’’ It was, in short, 
another attempt to abolish the oath of 
allegiance. ' 


THE SIGNATORIES. 

Mr.’ de. Valéta. merely: méntioned tho 
oath in passing, concentrating, mirahi/e 
dictu, on the constitutional rights in the 
matter, and laying great stress on the fact 
that every pains had been taken to annke 
sure that the 96,000 signatories (21,000 
in excess of the number required by 
Article 48) really existed, and cvuld clziin 
to be voters. 

He did not make it clear that the aboli- 
‘tion of Article 17. which meant. the 
abolitios of the oath; would be regarded 
by his party as freeing them from any 
obligations which. they undertook when 
siening the “empty formula.” Possiblv 
when the debate is resumed to-morrow 
some Government deputy will ask fer 
enlightenment on the matter. and, having 
been answered at great length by the 
leader of the Opposition, wili be a shade 
less wise than before he put the question. 


THE PACIFIST. 

Tt appeared to strike the Government 
benches as highly humorous to hear Mr. 
de Valera deprecatitig force, which he did 
with vigour. The House gathered that if 
ic was y going to exclude the people by 
any political test, such as Article 17,” it 
was going to have “ expensive armies, luge 
police forces, spying, and all the rest of it, 
which. is the usual equipment of those 
who impose their will by force.’’ 

The Government and _ Independent 
benches rocked with laughter, and there 
were even smiles among the Labour Party, 
who, it was obvious, even before their 
leader spoke, were going to support the 
petition “on constitutional] grounds.’’ But 
Mr. de Valera ploughed stolidly on. 


“HEADING FOR REVOLUTION.” 

‘To say that all the people are repre- 
sented here,” he declared, right hand in 
the pocket of his lounge coat, and left 
waving spasmodically ‘in the air, “is 
half-truth: it is an attractive falsehood. 
If you want to have the real people re- 
presented here, and if you want to have 
questions decided, not by force, but by 
peaceful methods, you will put no ob- 
stacles in their way. If you are going to 
keep up the Constitution as cast, iron, you 
are heading for revolution again.”’ 

Seldom has the Speaker of the House 
had a more difficult. task than he had in 
this debate. Mr. de Valera’s speech was 
subjected to almost as many interruptions 
as his party usually hurl at a Ministerial 
speaker. Mr. Cosgrave put in one very 
pointed and justifiable interjection. 

“ This House,” declared Mr. de Valera, 
“has no power to turn down this peti- 
tion.” 

“No power?” quer®d Mr. Cosgrave, 
quietly. 

“No right,” hutriedly amended Mr. de 
Valera. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
bitterly reminiscent, nung the question: 
“Have the people a right to do wrong?”’ 

The Government benches laughed de- 
lightedly, but Mr. de valera rallied to the 
point. “If you ask me that question,” 
said he, “I say that they have not, any 
more than you have, 

“Who is to be the judge?’ asked Mr. 
Hogan, and a rolling chorus came from 
the Government benches, ‘*‘ Yes, who is 
to be the judge?’ 

“The jury,” came an answering chorus 
from Mr. de Valera’s supporters.

MR. COSGRAVE HANDICAPPED. 

Mr. Cosgrave made an excellent speech. 
He made great capital of the fact that the 
petition shon!t have been presented to 
“ the Oireachtas,” whereas it was being 
presented only to the Dail. He was even 
driven to referring to “ the third party 
in the Oireachtas.” who is hardly ever 
mentioned in the debates. 

Members who had a copy of the Con- 
stitution handy hurriedly looked it up to 
find out who this mysterious third party 
was, and discovered Article 12, which 
says. ‘‘ A. Leg slature is hereby created to 
be known as the Oireachtas. It shall 
consist of the King and two Houses. . .”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave appeared to suggest that, 
to be strictly, in order, Mr. de Valera 
should have first presented his petition to 
His Majesty—-a vision which baffles the 
imagination. :

$5,000,000 (£1,000,000) company, which will 
inaugurate a combined rail and aeroplane 
service across the American Continent, has

pany, which is ealled “ Trans-Continental Air 
Transport Incorporated,’’ has been organised 
by two of the leading aircraft companies :n 
the United States, and two of the largest 
railroads. The initial, route, covering & 
direct distance of more than 3,000 miles, 
will extend from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Coast, and will have as terminals New York 
and Los Angeles. 

Sponsoring the new company are repre- 
sentatives of the Pennslyvania and the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
Companies, together with the Wright and 
the Curtiss Aeroplane Companies. The 
project has, in addition, the backing of a 

werful bankin ip, headed by Messrs. 
Blair and Co., of New York, 

The decision’ to inaugurate the ‘Trans- 
Continental service, it is stated, . was only 
reached after many months’ study, and data 
obtained from the London to Paris service 
has provided ‘the foundation for the >com- 
pany’s plans. i 

. By using the new service, which it is 
expected will be in operation shortly, west- 
bound passengers leaving New York in ‘ho 
evening will arrive ‘in Angeles on ihe 
second afternoon following. Two full days 
will, .thetefore,. be cut from the» present 
Jastest time required for the journey. 

Passengers will travel during the night ly 
railway, and will fly by day. Specially con- 
structed aeroplanes, each carrying fourtven 
passengers, will feed the railways at special 
points along the route, and will be equipped 
with every known safety device, as well as 
with wireless, and a steward and luncheon 
service. Landing fields are to be designed, 
with elaborate arrangements for the von- 
venience and comfort of passengers. 


TALLAGHT CAMP HUTS, 


ARTISANS’ DWELLINGS 
SCHEME SANCTIONED. 


The scheme to convert the military hat- 
ments at Tallaght Camp into artisans’ 
dwellings has received the sanction of the 
Ministry for Local Government. The 
scheme, which has been put forward by the 
local. member of the Éouth Dublin ral 
District Council, Me. Joseph O'Gorman, will 
furnish forty dwellings, but for the presént 
the erection of only twenty-five of these is 
to be undertaken. 

As well as relieving the acute housing 
shortage in the district, the scheme is 
expected to give considerable employment, 
The cost of providing the forty houses, it is 
estimated, will be about £6,000. 

It is learned that a firm of poultry 
appliance mannfacturers are negotiating for 
portion of the aerodrome premises with a 
view to the establishment of a factory there. 
The larger portion of the camp, which was 
formerly a British aerodrome and Artillery 
Brigade Headquarters, is occupied by Urney 
Chocolates, Ltd., with their model factory 
and workers’ - homes.

Referring to the purchase of the military 
barracks in Enniskillen from the War Office, 
Sir Dawson Bates said that it was proposed 
to utilise these premises as a dépét for the 
training of recruits, and possibly as a county 
headquarters and town barracks. This woald 
enable the Government to dispense with the

During the past six 
months 2,211 hoúses were approved for erec- 
tion compared with 861 in the corresponding 
period in previous yeaf. The total number 
of houses approved. for erection by private 
builders and local authorities from the in- 
ception. of the Northern Ireland Housing 
Acts up to the end of April, 1928, was 
10,441. The provision. made for accommo- 
dation for labourers in rural areas under the 
Labourers Acts up to the transfer of ser- 
vices was 6,118, and the number approved 
Since the tránsfer of service te Northern 
Government was. 1,590. The Government 
had reason for congratulation in connection 
with the very rapid. development of build- 
ing. The Government decided to drop the 
subsidies on the larger type of -houses as 
from the Ist April last, but even without 
the subsidies many builders are finding. it 
éworth their while to continue building this 
Class of honse. 

The maintenance of class one roads during 
the year cost £248,000; class two roads, 
£147,000; and class»three roads, £315,000— 
a’ total of over £700,000. The estimated 
expenditiire for the coming year was
